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4 SK a group of friends what is the most important thing a 
human being can do, and you will receive a dozen d^erent 
answers. For it takes us too long to learn that the highest human 
achievement is prayer — real prayer — intelligent, sincere, obedient. 
Through such prayer man makes contact with God, the source of 
power, wisdom, goodness, and love. 

The word, "contact,” is appropriate in this electrical age. 
Nothing important happens until contact is made; then only 
does power come. The pressure of materialism, of selfishness, is 
constant. Contact is difficult and easily broken. This book will 
help us to make contact with God, and to keep it unbroken. 

A definition of prayer should help. We tell children it is 
"Talking to God.” But every child Imows that there are many 
ways of talking. He may ask a parent for one thing or another, 
often through the mere habit of asking, without receiving or 
expecting any attention. But now and then there is a different 
tone in the voice that asks, a new pleading in the eyes. The 
heart and soul are speaking. And the heart of the parent gives 
instant heed. 

Therefore, it is well to prepare to pray, to realize what it is 
we are about to do before we begin to do it; to stand for a while — 
whether in the house of God, or before the altar in our home, or 
at our bedside. When we feel that our Heavenly Father is waiting 
to hear His child, then let us kneel with dignity in His presence, 
conscious that He is "more ready to hear than we to pray.” 
A Scottish poet wrote: 

Prayer is the souTs sincere desire, 

Uttered or unexpressed, — 

The motion of a hidden me 
That trembles in the breast. 

Prayer is the burden of a sign, 

The falling of a tear, 

The upper glancing of an eye 
When none but God is near. 

Prayer is thought, feeling, and action. It begins in a realization 
of our personal relationship to God, which encourages us to take 
Him at His word, to open our hearts to Him, and finally strengthens 
our will to obey Him. In fact, it is perseverance in prayer which 
makes us more worthy to receive, more ready to obey; less in- 
sistent on having our own way, more desirous of knowing and 
following His way. It is easy to imagine ourselves in a small 
boat, desiring to board a great steamer, A rope from the steamer 
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is tossed to us, and at once we try to pull the large vessel close 
to us. Of course, we only succeed in pulling ourselves to the 
steamer, and in the end we are just where we wished to be. 
Sincere and intelligent prayer brings us to God’s way of thinking, 
instead of bringing God to our way of thinking. 

Turn the pages of this book until you become familiar with its 
arrangement. Then, conscious of your personal desire to worship, 
your gratitude, your aspirations, and your needs, look and see 
how faithful and heroic souls through the centuries have walked 
and talked with God. You will find the help that they found. 
There is no hunger of the human soul which cannot find here the 
food of eternal life; every sorrow, every anxiety, every thank- 
fulness, every joy will find here an expression of the soul more 
worthy of God than our untutored efforts could offer. They who 
have learned how to pray will teach us as we read, mark and learn. 

A small girl who deeply believed in prayer was asked by a man, 
a friend of her father, how it was possible for God to hear all the 
prayers of all His children. “It’s easy for Him,” she replied. 
“It’s just like my taking a walk with father. I like to hold his 
hand, but he’s very tall, and I’m very little. So I just reach up 
as high as I can, and father reaches down all the rest of the way.” 

This book will help you to reach up higher than before. Your 
Father will reach down all the rest of the way.

THE COMPILER'S PREFACE 
TO THE SIXTH EDITION. 

TN 1913 — ^twenty-eight years ago — the "Chain of Prayer” was 

jSrst published, and ever since that date its output has steadily 
increased. 

Letters and messages of appreciation have been received from 
all parts of the world, bearing testimony to the help, comfort 
and inspiration derived from use of the book. 

The moving words and expressions of gratitude which have 
come in throughout these years have been a real joy, and surely 
enabled one to take heart and courage again, in realizing that 
prayer — ^the habit of daily prayer — ^has not died out, as one 
has been urged by many to believe. The demand for a book 
of this character goes far to refute such belief. 

Among the alterations and additions in this new Edition will 
be found the completion of the four weeks of prayers for use at 
eventide. A large number of letters asked that at least a 
month’s prayers should be given for evening worship. 

Other prayers have been added to help to meet various events 
in human life, both personal and national, but none of the old 
.familiar petitions have been removed except where inadvertently 
a prayer had been inserted twice. As several writers of letters 
have said: "There seem few events which cannot now be met 
by some appropriate and uplifting petition.” Great care has 
been taken in checking, as far as possible, the dates of the 
various authors and sources from which the prayers have been 
taken. To simplify matters, it has been arranged to state at 
the end of each prayer, whenever obtainable, the name and 
date of birth of the author, and in the index to give the date of 
birth and death. In a few cases, however, the two dates could 
not be ascertained. 

It has been thought better to classify all the Liturgies from 
which prayers have been selected under the broad term "The 
Centuries a.d.,” instead of tr3dng to allocate them to any 
particular century. 

An interesting Note on Ancient Liturgies which explains the 
reason for this alteration has been kindly contributed by ]Mr. 
F. C. Eeles, O.B.E., D.Litt. My gratitude to him must be 
recorded for the invaluable help he has so generously given. 
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I also wish to thank Miss Emily L. Cashel for her painstaking 
research for Authors and dates. Her accurate work in connec- 
tion with the new Index of ‘ Authors and Sources ’ of the prayers 
has been of the greatest help to me, in my effort to bring 
the book up to date. 

I cannot close this Preface without including the Printers. 
The way they have fitted in the prayers I was anxious to include 
has immensely lightened my task. I am sincerely grateful for 
their untiring courtesy. 

With the outbreak of war everything around us seemed to be 
shaken to its very foundations. The widespread attitude that 
had been taken up of trying to leave God out of account in human 
thought, human calculation and affairs, was no less rudely shaken. 
Events occurred in our National and personal lives which pro- 
claimed aloud ’‘God reigneth.” He was speaking to the hearts 
of men in no uncertain words, and saying in terms that could 
not be misunderstood: ’’Without ME ye can do nothing.” 

The cry that hais been uttered down through the ages, in man’s 
dire necessity and distress, came again from fearful and stricken 
hearts: “O God, hear my prayer.” 

The unfailing response was there: ’’Then shall ye call upon 
ME, and ye shall go and pray unto ME, and I will hearken unto 
you.” 

The fact of the continuity of a chain of prayer with its links 
unbroken throughout the centuries may perhaps help some to 
fulfil the conditions: “Call, Go and pray.” The result will bring 
the assurance to us that He is ever ready to hearken. “Prove 
Me now herewith, saith the Lord of Hosts, if I will not open you 
the windows of heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it.” 

So again this little book of prayers and praises is sent out 
with the fervent hope that it may be the means of helping many 
to a “closer walk with God.”

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^HIS collection of prayers was originally made with no thoughi 
■■■ further than that of meeting a difficulty experienced ir 
finding a book suited to the particular needs of morning and 
evening prayers in our own household. In consequence, how- 
ever, of frequent requests to make the compilation more generally 
known, the idea of publication gradually developed. 

The prayers have been gathered from widely different sources, 
and were often met with in the course of everyday reading oi 
contributed by friends. They have consequently been, in some 
cases, most difficult to retrace, and in several instances it has 
proved impossible to determine their origin, though every effort 
has been made to give author and date to every one in the collec- 
tion. 

It has been no easy task to select the prayers from the large 
number at one’s disposal, and were it not for the size of the book, 
they could well have been arranged for a year instead of for 
only six months. The primary object, that of making the book 
really useful in the home, has above all been kept in view; for 
this reason many old prayers, though of great interest and quaint 
in their language, have been omitted, and others retained which 
seemed more appropriate to the needs of our modern life. In 
this way numbers of different authors have of necessity been 
excluded, so that the book can in no way be called — nor indeed 
does it aim at being — a comprehensive anthology from all the 
available writers throughout the centuries. 

The work of finding and verifying the source, together with 
the more difficult task of selection, has been lightened by the 
ever-ready and untiring help and sympathy of my friend, the 
late Mrs. W. Elliot Graham, who throughout has done so much 
not only to guide my endeavours, but to facilitate the labour of 
research. 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to all who have in so 
many ways assisted me; my special thanks are due to the authors 
and publishers who have so readily given me not only their 
permission to use copyright material, but have also suggested 
possible sources from whence other prayers could be gleaned.

ANCIENT LITURGIES 

I N the case of the earlier forms of prayer it is very seldom 
possible to give dates with any degree of accuracy. Ancient 
liturgies are composite structures built up little by little in the 
course of many years. It is sonietimes possible to say that a 
particular form goes back to a certain century, but this is no 
proof tliat it did not exist much earlier. On the other hand, 
the traditional ascription of certain liturgies to particular saints 
does not mean that they were written by those saints in the form 
in which we have them now. The utmost that can be said in 
many cases is that the oldest parts of them represent the tra- 
ditional use of the churches with which those great names were 
traditionally associated. Thus, the liturgy known as that of 
St. James comes to us in a form used in the fourth century: 
some of it may be earlier, to what extent or how much earlier 
no one can say. The liturgy of St. Basil was probably rearranged 
by him; that of St. Chrysostom, closely akin to it, is no doubt 
to some extent an abridgment of it in which he had a share. 
But what is called in the Anglican Prayer Book '"A Prayer of 
St. Chrysostom” must not be regarded as actually written by 
him; it is only one of many prayers in the liturgy which goes 
by his name and which now contains elements of many different

dates. So too in the Latin rites, collects which can be traced 
back to Mss. of the Sacramentaries or books of prayers known 
by the names of St. Leo or St. Gregory must not be regarded as 
having been written by those saints or even as having been in 
existence in their time. 

Very often the same prayer has been altered at some later 
date, though it still retains its ancient beginning or much of 
its original wording. 

In the Anglican Prayer Book there are many collects trans- 
lated from the older Latin service books. Some were altered, 
while retaining a good deal of the original. Other collects in 
the English Prayer Book are known to have been actually written 
in 1549 or 1662, while the Scottish, American, or the revised 
English rites contain prayers of much more recent origin. It 
is therefore possible to give more or less exact dates for some of 
these later prayers in a way that is out of the question for those 
which have come down the centuries from earlier times.

THE CENTURIES A.D. 

Liturgies throughout the Centuries from which prayers have 
been selected. 

It is impossible in the space available here to provide an adequate bibliography 
of all the sources used. Enough to say that they include, among the more ancient, 
firstly, liturgies of the principal oriental groups, those of St. Basil and St. Chrysostom 
used by the Orthodox churches of Greece, Russia, the Middle East and the Balkan 
countries; the African or Alexandrian family of which that of St. Mark may be 
regarded as the prototype, and the far eastern Persian or Nestorian, a variety of 
which has survived in India. 

Then come the older western rites, the Roman and the local rites largely derived 
from it, like those of our own mediaval service books of Sarum or Salisbury use, 
the immediate source of the reformed English services. ' The short and terse collects 
of the authentic Roman tradition are found in the Sacramentaries, as they are called, 
associated with the names of SS. Leo, Gelasius and Gregory. 

And then there are the older books of Gallican or non-Roman type represented 
now by the Mozarabic rite in Spain. 

Later on come the reformed rites, whether Anglican or Lutheran, and in particular 
the different editions of the English Prayer Book, chiefly 1549, 1662, and 1928, 
with the other Anglican forms developed since the eighteenth century, first by the 
Non-jurors, then by the Soottfeh Episcopal Church and her daughter church in 
the United States. 

In our own time the return to the use of liturgical forms by non-episcopalians has 
added to the sources on which we have been able to draw, apart altogether from 
the multitude of prayers written for, private use by various persons. 

For a collection of this kind, limitations of space and considerations of convenience 
and purpose have made it necessary to make use of the shorter forms, and to avoid 
the longer ones and those connected with the administration of the Sacraments.

FOREWORD 


CO long as human life has existed, so ancient is the desire to 
pray to Him, Who under different names, different symbols 
and figures, has been recognized as God or the Supreme Being.

(Isa. xxvi. 9). 

In man’s dire necessity he still instinctively turns to God in 
prayer and supplication. 

The Divine in the human heart will assert itself at such times. 
It is there; it may be latent, but it exists, and it needs assisting 
and helping in its development and growth. 

This book has been compiled to meet this need. The “chain 
of prayer” has been made from the widest sources, and gathered 
from twenty centuries b.c. “across the ages” to the present time. 

No two prayers axe the same. They have been so arranged 
that subjects of diverse interest have been included for every 
day, extending over a period of six months.

Some of the intercessions for our King, Queen Elizabeth, and 
Country, including those more usually known, together with the 
Benedictions, will be found at the end of the volume. Prayers 
have also been added to meet the needs of the many and varied 
circumstances of life, and the special seasons of the Christian 
year. These latter may be used or omitted at discretion. It is 
hoped by this arrangement that the book may reach a wider 
circle, and be helpful to people of all schools of thought. 

This collection of praises, thanksgivings, and supplications is 
sent out with the earnest hope that it may be the means of 
making prayer a greater reality in daily life, and that this power 
which has been placed in our hands may be more used. 

May the book bring many into closer union with Christ, Who 
was essentially the Man of Prayer, and be the means of enabling 
lives to be lived in the more conscious influence and presence of 
the Holy Spirit.
